A spokesman for the department declares the Savannah 


indictments were "only the beginning" and that others could 
be expected shortly in connection with the same "combina- 
tion." In addition, it was said, the grand jury's inquiry 
shed light on other conspiracys and these, too are being in- 
vestigated. Some "widely known persons who hitherto have 
been able to keep in the background" it was confidently 
predicted, will be caught in the neat and especial effort will 
be made to run down the financial backers of the vast 
illegal enterprise.

Announcement of Long Delayed Last Payment 


Is Made By Tobacco Growers' Association 
But the Amount Is Not Indicated 
Means 


Great Boon to Farmers and to County 
Merchants Who Have Granted Credits on 
Strength of Expected Installment of Money 


The long- delayed third payment on the last crop of to- 


bacco delivered; to the Tobacco Growers' Co-Operative Mar- 
keting Association .will be made by January lOtk, possibly 
earlier.. This definite announcement is made from the head- 
quarters of the Association at Raleigh in which Oliver J. 
Sands, executive manager of the organization is quoted. 


The payment of many thousands of dollars to the farm- 


ers of this, belt will b~e a great boon not only to the mem- 
bers of the Association who have been waiting patiently for 
this final settlement but also to rural merchants many of 
whom granted credit to farmers on the strength of this pay-k 
meat and who have felt more or less keenly the delay in 
final settlement. The announcement coming from Raleigh 
fails to indicate what the payment will be but the fact that 
one is_to be made will be heartening to the membership of 
the Association. 


The fixing of an ultimate date by 


which the third payment will be .made 
follows closelyjthe jexc.lustve publica- 
tion in last; Sunday's Register ~o'f a 
statement made in~Cha£Hafm'^Sy,jRk:h- 
ard R. Patterspii/.Tnanager of tile leaf 
department of the association, that 
the final payment

"within a few -weeks." Pressed for 
a more definite time, Mr. Patterson 
said that it -would be "about the first 
of the year."

to the obligations of citizenship in 
this regard";- there"seemed to prevail 
a. sweeping contempt among many 
for certain laws. In application this 
was certainly so, for many daily vio- 
lated both the word and spirit of 
laws 
with 
which 
they 
disagreed 


Laws not only were not inviolate, but 
to many merely amusing handicaps 
to be overcome in the gratification of 
a personal desire.

Five Escape Death 


In Burning Plane 


Catches Fire, Dives Into Sea 


and Explodes, Just as

Men Leap Out—Rescued 
by Destroyer.

SAN DIEGO, Calif.. Nov. 22.—Five 


officers and enlisted men of the crow 
of an F.-5-L seaplane engaged. In 
spotting torpedoes 25 miles off Point 
T-oma. had a narrow escape from be- 
ing blown to pieces or drowned yes- 
terday when their aircraft caught fire, 
exploded and sank in fifty fathoms of 
water. 
All five were rescued by tho 
destroyer Kennedy 
after 
they had 


been swimming for more than twenty 
minutes. 
Chief 
Electrician 
Nelson 
was the only man Injured. 


The fire was started by the explos- 


ion of a smoke bomb about to be 
thrown from the speeding plane to 
mark the spot where a spent torpedo 
fired by a destroyer was resting on 
the surface of the sea. The plane was 
flying about 100 feet above the water. 


Nelson had just raised the bomb to 


drop it over the side when the rush of 
air carried It out of his 'hands and 
smashed it against his chest. - Nelson 
was knocked down and the bomb, 
carried by the wind, flew against the 
starboard, propeller, shattering It and 
sending splinters flying In all direc- 
tions. 
The bomb, or what was left 


of it. was hurled into the bilges of 
the seaplane where the 
chemicals, 
mixing with the water, ignited. In a 
fraction of a second the seaplane was 
a mass of flames. 
Lieut. Earl Brix, pilot, nosed the 
blazing ship downward and shouted 
for the others to jump overboard. The 
seaplane life preservers, in the middle 
of the fuselage, were a mass of flames 
and Brix's first concern was to see 
whether all his men could swim. They 
could.

STATISTICS THAT DO NOT STATE 


Statistics cited recently to show the 


result o£ work carried on by the city 
health 
department 
in the 
public 


schools and which revealed an »,maz- 
in«T proportion of children to be de- 
tective in on* or other particular, 
should not necessarily cause concern 
neither should it be sssumed that 
Danville children are less healthy 
than they used to b« or In a less 
healthy condition than those in oth- 
er cities. Statistics are often mislead- 
ing and In this case there is every 
reason to believe that the figures 
quoted have brought about an entire- 
ly erroneous impression. 
The statis- 


tics which were given showed a total 
enrollment of 4,135. Of this number, 
nurses and other attaches of the city 
health office examined 4.067 and re- 
corded a total number of 3,00? de- 
fects in those children. 
In other 


words of the four thousand children 
examined for superficial symptoms of 
defects only 1,060 were found to be 
entirely normal. 
On paper it looks 


bad enough >and inspires a mental 
picture of wretched health. 


A little explanation should go a 


long tray towards removing public 
apprehension. Each child Is not sub- 
jected to a careful medical scrutiny 
but submits to simple tests to deter- 
mine the state of vision and hearing 
heart murmurs, the condition of the 
teeth and the condition of the throat. 
To discover a child'with a decayed 
tooth is, under the plan, to mark 
down a dental deficiency against that 
child. Possibly this is a defect which 
could be readily corrected by a short 


' session In the dentist's chair. Another 


child may be "off color" on the day 
of physical examination and may be 
a pound or two under the charted 
weight for a boy or girl of that spe- 
cific age. Here then is a child de- 
clared to be sub-normal, accurately 
so In the strict sense perhaps but 
manifestly belyins what a mor» ex- 
haustive enquiry into its physical 
condition would show. The physcial 
examination figures should not be 
taken at their serious face value but 
on the other hand they should not 
be totally disregarded 
or spurned. 


There .is a definite value In the sys- 
tem of, physical overhauling since In 
some case* parental attention may be 
properly directed to corrective treat- 
ment at that early stage when H may 
be ol great service. 
"We are n«n In- 


clined to believe that the general 
standard of child health Is as low 
as the recorded deficiencies indicate 
and that there is really no n«ed for 
depression on the pa't of tho.«e who 
were startled by the health depart- 
ment's record.

LOOK BEFORE CROSSING 


A rather novel contribution to the 


current discussion of how to lessen 
automobile accidents is made by a 
New York physician. Jt is to employ 
the power of repeated suggestion in 
an effort to make the public more 
careful. 
For 15 years he has gone 


hia daily round about the metropolis 
on the front seat of an automobile, 
Bitting with his chauffeur, "for the 
reason that the utmost attention is 
required on the part of both to pre- 
vent us from more or less damaging 
the New York City pedestrian. 
Up 


to the present time we have not dam- 
aged a single individual, but we are 
not at all sure about tomorrow. There 
are those who use our streets who 
apparently insist on being run over, 
if one Is to judge from their indiffer- 
ence to their surroundings," contin- 
ues the doctor. As he sees it from 
the front seat of his car, about 10 
per cent, of accidents may be laid at 
the door of the automobile driver and 
the regt are due to absence of con- 
centration on the part of the pedes- 
trian. 


Here IB where he believes a policy 


of organized suggestion would come 
:n. He -would have e\rery newspaper 
print conspicuously on the front page 
daily, "before you-cross the street to- 
day look carefully to right' and left." 
He would have the same warning- 
flashed on motion picture screens and 
posted up in all the schools and pub- 
lic buildings and the sign displayed 
on every third lamp posts. 
Within 


a few days, he believes, every person 
who is not blind or illiterate would 
involuntarily look to right and left 
before ctossing a street. 
He would 


do ao because he could not help it; It 
•would have become a habit. Even If 
such a scheme of publicity is not 
adopted, self-education of every in- 
dividual in this common sense pre- 
caution "is possible, and obviously ac- 
quirement of the habit would reduce 
automobile accidents to the mini- 


mum. 
The scheme is worth while 


The danger of abstraction in one's 
daily goings is becoming more and 
more emphasized. We had an ex- 
ample of it impressed on us yester- 
day when evidence at a coroner's In- 
quest revealed a child running, as 
children, impulsively across the street 
to his death.

The commission issued copies of 
the rule and bulletined their latest 
action in the matter.-The full ruling 
says. 
--:^1-When a "knockdown occurs, 
the 
timekeeper shall immediately arise 
and announce the seconds audibly as 
they elapee. The referee shall first 
see that the opponent retires to the 
farthest corner-and then turning to 
the time keeper shall pick up the 
count in unison with the timekeeper, 
announcing the seconds to. the bojcer 
on the floor. Should the boxer on his 
feet,fail to stay in the corner, the 
referee and time keeper shall cease 
counting until he so retires. 
"At the tenjth second, providing 


round has not terminated in the 
meantime, the timekeeper will strjjce 
the gong twice. If a round shall na- 
turally terminate during 
a knock- 


down, the timekeeper shall 
sound 


the gong once, thus indicating the 
termination of the three round as 
usual, at the same time announcing 
the second that the knockdown count 
ended."

Would Prevent 


Supreme Court 


From Deciding 


(Br The Associated Press.) 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Efforts 
to present the supreme court from 
deciding whether national banks have 
the right to establish branches were 
made today by Solicitor General Beck 
and F. H. Sullivan, counsel for the 
First National Bank of St. Louis. Dur- 
ing oral argument of a case brought 
o> the bank to have set aside an in- 
junction granted by the supreme court 
of Missouri, restraining it from op- 
ening branches, they urged the court 
iO hold that states could -not raise 
such questions and that it was a mat- 
:er exclusively within the jurisdiction 
of the federal government. 


Solicitor General 
Beck informed 


Mr. Sullivan, in contending that states 
:ould not under their own laws or 
ander federal statutes, challenge the 
"r.ght of a national bank to establish 
oranches, or exercise any jurisdiction 
jver them. Both insisted that if such 
an institution violated anj of its char- 
ter rights or exceeded its privileges 
n any way it could only be reached 
hrough proceedings instituted in the 
federal courts by the comptroller of 
the currency- 
While Solicitor General Beck an- 


nounced he was willing to admit that 
the branch 
established 
by the St. 
Louis bank was illegal, if it trans- 
acted business beyond that of merely 
accepting 
deposits 
and 
cashing 


checks. 
which 
Attorney General 


Daugherty in a recent opinion had 
held such branches could do, no in- 
sisted that the State of Missouri was 
helpless to prevent the establishment 
of such a branch by instituting a pro- 
ceeding jn the courts. 


Discussing the attorney 
general's 


opinion. Mr. Sullivan asserted it was 
not the intention of Congress in the 
national banking 
act 
to 
prohibit 


branch banks. All growth of nation- 
al banks, he contended, was not to 
be perpendicular, but they could also 
grow horizontally, and as their busi- 
ness required open additional build- 
ing's or offices. 


The case was an attempt by a state 
to obstruct the operation of the gen- 
eral government. Mr. Beck declared, 
and was, he said, a chaliengre of sup- 
remacy of the federal 
government- 
Federal instrumentalities cannot, he 
insisted, be subjected to any attack 
by a state except so far as Congress 
has permitted- It bad. he added, per- 
mitted them to institute such suits.

The Receiver Off the Hook 


When a telephone user fails 


to replace the receiver on the 
hook a serious interruption to 
the service results. In such cases 
incoming calls cannot be com- 
pleted, and the operator is com- 
pelled to report the line "out of 
order." 


On party lines, if the receiver 


is not replaced at any one of the 
stations, not only is that tele- 
phone affected, but none of the 
other telephones on the line can 
either make or receive calls. 
Thus an entire line is put out of 
service, until the receiver of one 
telephone is replaced. 


Sometimes the receiver is

like Dr. Cook, encountered a 


tongue-lashing by John M. Killitts, 
federal district judge. As stinging as 
it was it was mild in comparison 
with the harangue directed at the 
artic explorer who turned oil pro- 
moter and tried to amalgamate many 
non-going small companies. 


"Cux. you have carried your pitch- 


er to the well once too often," said 
the court. 
"You may justify the de- 


spitable business you are in but de- 
cent people never •will."' 


With what was termed by hearers 


a well defined sneer in the court's 
voice, "so you can say nothing?" was 
hurled at the dejected figure which 
stood in compliance with Judsre Kil- 
litt's demand: "Stand up Cook," the 
usual remark to prisoners about to 
be sentenced and jilgo an invitation 
to them tn give reasons why sentence 
should not be imposed.
